‘That music aroases eimotion is 
well known, but why should the emotion it 
calls into being vary with the intensity, the 
rhythm, and the rate of the music, and also 
‘with the condition of health and mental 
tone of those who Histen to it? In “Musin, 
Health, and Character” 1 discuss two broad 
types of etnotion evoked hy musio—one whieh

So many problems arise in coniiection with 

cand indostry that in the wpe ofa brit 
trtidl it is not possible to do more than alludo 
to the main difioulties and suggest» few sole 
tion. ject of muafo-on ehiklret abd on 
the soldice ix known to everyone. Lively music 
excites to the dance ; no'rnore charming Kight 
is over seen than tit of tiny childien in a 
hack street of the stoms dancing with spans 
taneous natural bemuty to tho strains of a 
barrelorgan. Throughout history it haw been 
recognized that -soldices can be infused ith 
couraye, theie fatigue banished, and thelr willa 
inspired to heroic effort by tho martial steains 
fof the military band. 

Now those pictures snugest that to diminish 
industrial fatigue, the music of choice is 1 
type which stimulates tho worker to rip 
notion. ‘The problem, however, i hy no mea 
ho sizaple. -Musio affects the worker in more 
‘than one way. Thus, there-are two nypoots of

rusie to consider—(1) the effect of tho rhythm 
‘of musio on the activity of the body, and 
tho effect of music on the mind of the worker. 
Under tho Intter heading come many of the 
profound peoblems of civilization, such as the 
relationship between the employers snd. their 
workers, and the wider questivos of national 
nd social unrest, revolutions,-and wars, 

‘An ontstanding feature of modem indust 
is tho solicitude shown by the employers for 
well-being of the employed. Many firms havo 
8 Welfare Department which catecs for the 
human needs of the workers aa aaiduously an 
for their general health, In the early days of 
the introduction of machinery, the sole co 
fof the master waa the mate 
factory. ‘The conditions of Ishout cxisting 
forty ‘years ago sppoar incredible to the one 
lightened modern employer. ‘The policy 
‘which seeks to bring about in industry an atmos. 
sphere of harmony is more than justified 
by its material roeulle; « greater oatpat, other 
things being equal, is’ produced by contented 
than by discontented workers, 

Work performed in fnetorica with machinery 
is too often dull and monotonous. To be oocupiedl 
with only © small item of the manufnctired 
article aifords no outlet for the creative und 
inquiring instincts of humanity. ‘There i no 
‘emotional value to the individaal in encl wor 
Where lood noise accompanies the monotony, 
conditions are till more condncive to dist 
‘content and its bitter arvest of sooial unre, 

‘Man is. composite:being. in whom cmotion 
plays a larger part than has been alized till 
{rithia recent. years. When the prevailing 
femotjon acsocisted in the mind with work i 
fone of interest, tho man is bnppy, and tho 
industrial output 1s greater. Where, 6n_ tho 
Contenry, the emotional associations aro those 
fof dull’ routine and disharmony, not only tho

T tins been said that when Christianity was 

acknowledged ax the religion of the Roman, 
mpire, the doom of the theatre was sealed, 
‘That may, oF may not, be strictly true, for 
classical diamia had_beein from some time’ pre 
‘ioutdy comming to an iguoble end, ‘The age hid 
ecame recklandy seshal, andl the higher forms 
‘of drama hast Tong been decadent

‘Many of the individual plays are sail to be 
founded on French originals; but others are 
taken direct {rom the Seripturce, from Christian 
Tegends, or from the apocryphal Gospels. The 
characteritio feature of these plays is the coni- 
fination of a whole series of them into one 
collective whole, and an attempt to demonstrate 
the course of Bible history from the Creation to 
the Day of Judgment,

to muke him chief of the Fayptian snilitacy 
hands—a position which carried a handsome 
salary. To the wandering musician the future 
tion resumed a roseate hue. But, unfortunately 
for hint in the then existing eizvnmstances, the 
British Army shattered Arabi's plans, and, alter 
‘the battle of Telel-Kebir, Leoneavallo was 
‘obliged to flee for his life, disguised as an Arab, 
to Tewailia, where he atrived, at the finish 
‘8 twenty-four hour ride-on horseback, nenely 
‘exhausted. 


Wagner's Influence. 

Another outcome of his travela had more 
momentous consequences. He came under the 
nfinence of Wagner, and was thi lel to project 
svat historical trilogy dealing with characters 
in the Halian Renaissance. On his return to. 
Tialy, he completed tho first drama of this 
‘work, and Ricard, the publisher, agreed to 
produce it, But there waa so much delay in 
jptting it on the stage that in the end Leones 
Falla quatrelled with him, aul went to the rival 
Publisher, Souzogac, who had mado a great 
Brcceae with Cavalleria Rrationna, and on. whoee 
inuguration he wrote Pagliaei 

‘Ko the famous opera was produced owing to a 
combination of remarkable circumstances rather 
than to any particular one, Tt is an offspring
